REMARKS 

Claims 12-30 are pending in this case. Claims 15-26 have been withdrawn from 
consideration as being drawn to a non-elected invention. Claims 27-30 are allowed. 
Claims 1 2-1 4 are rejected. Claim 1 2 has been canceled and Claims 13-14 and 28-30 have 
been amended to depend from allowed claim 27. 

Claims 12-16 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yamada et al patent.. Claim 12 has been canceled and claims 13-14 have been 
amended to depend from Claim 27. It should be noted that Claims 15-16 have been 
withdrawn from consideration. For the reasons stated above, withdrawal of the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) and allowance of claim 13-14 and 27-30 over the cited patent is 
respectfully requested.
